By the early twenties he at- 
tracted Stalin's notice by attain- | 
ing enough influence in | 
Thuringia district to oust wunor- | 
thodox elements. Stalin brought | 
him to Moscow and sent him back 
as his chief agent in organizing 
small factory groups—and in spy- 
ing on others. Russian agents pro- 
vided him with information which 
he used to discredit or smear 
rivals as being Trotskyites, or 
deviationists from the Stalin line. 
From 1928 to 1929 he was a Com- 
munist member of the Reichstag. 
After the Reichstag fire, set by 
Hitler in a successful plot to dis- 
credit and outlaw the party, Ul- 
bricht fled to Prague. There he 
was made, on Stalin’s orders, 
chief of the party in exile. 


Ulbricht then proceeded to carry 
out one of the most unconscion- 
able, immoral programs known. 
He obtained information as to the 
underground hiding places of 
those Communists still in Ger- 
many whom he believed to be| 
possible rivals to his own ambi- | 
tions, and had them exposed to 
the Nazis who promptly shot 
them |

Thousands of Germans 
have fled to West Germany every 
year since Ulbricht returned.

Where It Counts 


If promotion of the state’s economy 
Bas any relationship to its highway sys- 
tem—and it emphatically does—first pri- 
grity should be given to building and im- 
proving those roads which carry most of 
the traffic. Movement of people and goods 
is a top requirement for progress in a 
developing industrial region. 

* That’s why the announcement by the 
Highway department that the Atlanta air- 
port connector contract will be let next 
month is such welcome news. Even if 
Completed in two years, the project 
@omes a decade late. It has been discussed 
and disputed these many years while the 
Heed continued to mount. 

* The airport, like the expressway sys- 
fem, is not merely a concern of Atlanta. 
While it is an Atlanta development, it is 
used by all of Georgia and is an integral 
part of the state economy. Access to it af- 
fects hundreds of thousands of Georgians 
as well as out-of-state travelers. 

Similarly, completion of the interstate 

expressway system at the earliest possible 
date would help trigger a great leap for- 
ward for the economy of Georgia. Key to 
the entire system, however, is the inter- 
section of six major highways in Atlanta. 
It is the hub of the state’s traffic pattern 
and is important to the whole Southeast- 
érn region. 
* Slowness in completing the connectors 
through downtown Atlanta already has 
proved costly to the city and state. Each 
ynonth of unnecessary delay will be more 
go. There is every reason for speed; no 
peasonable ones for dragging out the con- 
fracts over many unnecessary months. 
Traffic congestion is becoming worse, not 
less, and construction itself is a contrib- 
uting factor. 

The State Highway department has 
begun the biggest road construction and 
repair program in state history. It should 
not overlook, however, the need for speed 
where it counts most.

Here’s a Way To End 
Tax Cheating on Autos 


The Fulton County Grand Jury has 
recommended that ad valorem taxes on 
automobiles be paid at the time when li- 
censes are purchased. Quite a few other 
counties have reached the same conclu- 
sion as the only way to end tax dodging 
on automobiles. 

Last year, said the jury, about 40,000 
automobiles in Fulton County were not 
returned for taxation. By cross-checking 
with license purchases, the county was 
able to collect taxes due on them—at con- 
siderable expense. This experience is not 
unusual. But many counties just do not 
take the trouble to check with a resultant 
loss to themselves and to the state. 

Owners who conscientiously return 
their automobiles for taxes would wel- 
come a crackdown on the cheaters. Those 
who are encouraged to become tax dodg- 
ers would be checkmated. 

t a time when local governments are 
so hard pressed for funds, the Fulton 
County jury has come up with a prac- 
tical recommendation to help alleviate 
the problem.

Noise About Kuwait Is 
The Rumbling of Oil 


What is this flurry over Kuwait all 
about? The noise generated by Iraq’s 
threat against this tiny shiekdom and the 
landing of British troops at Kuwait's re- 
quest for aid finds the average American 
puzzled. 

It so happens, however, that this for- 
mer British protectorate—which is ac- 
tually 6,000 square miles of sand—con- 
tains known oil reserves of approximate- 
ly 60 billion barrels. This is twice that of 
the United States. An oil company owned 
by British and American interests cur- 
rently extracts about 70 million tons a 
year and provides Britain with some 40 
per cent of her petroleum needs. 

The country has a population of only 
80,000, augmented by 120,000 technicians 
and foreign workers. Its strategic value 
is nil except for the oil. Iraq’s claim on 
the territory dates back to the last cen- 
tury and was renewed only after the Brit- 
ish withdrew. 

Meanwhile, the other Arab states have 
joined in upholding Kuwait's independ- 
ence while opposing the British troop 
landings. Even Communist China sup- 
ports Kuwait. 

The British have agreed to withdraw 
troops if the United Nations will guar- 
antee Kuwait’s independence. The Rus- 
sians have vetoed such a guarantee. In 
spite of this, the British are said to be 
withdrawing all but a token force. This, 
in concert with the Arab League’s recog- 
niton of Kuwait's sovereignty, may set- 
tle the matter—for awhile. But so long 
as the oil is there, Kuwait will be a dan- 
ger point.

Shouldn’t Lull West 


London sources report the breach be- 
tween the Soviet Union and Red China 
is growing wider and deeper. There is 
evidence of it in Moscow’s signing a mu- 
tual assistance pact with North Korea, in 
Albania’s lining up with Peiping in the 
ideological camp and in public disagree- 
ments on policy. 

The implications could be enormous, 
explaining such matters as Khrushchev’s 
haste to force a settlement of the Berlin 
problem and his angry belligerence to- 
ward the West. He has his own political 
troubles at home and in all the satellites, 
stemming from ideological differences so 
diligently pursued by the Red Chinese. 

That these differences do exist is no 
secret. But there is no reason to draw 
conclusions that the basic conflict be- 
tween the West and Communist-domi- 
nated countries, whether the Moscow or 
Peiping line prevails, will become less. 
The argument largely is over method, not 
objectives. The aims of both are world 
victory for communism.

A Farewell 
To Hemingway 


It is hard to imagine how the world will be 


without Ernest Hemingway. He sharpened the 
senses of man. Now he is suddenly dead and 


we have lost an interpreter. 
His life was large and valuable. He used it fully. He was himself 


the brave young American of ‘Farewell to Arms,” the death 
dreamer of ‘“Kilimanjaro,’”’ the sad old fighter of “Across the 
River,” and the fisherman of his finest work, the tone poem ‘“‘Old Man 
and the Sea.’’ Courage, he said, is grace under pressure, and he 
spent a lifetime composing himself in the presence of death. 

Writing, he said, requires a built-in, shockproof bilge detector, 
and his powerful economy of style swept dead limbs out of American 
writing like a cleansing tropical blow.

His thrusting life and his taut art were such that he mattered 
very much to the literate world. Seven years ago he was missing 
in an African plane crash. The world kept a prayerful watch. The 
Kampala correspondent of UP finally flashed the word that Hem- 
ingway had emerged from the Uganda bush and entered Entebbe. 
From this brief description trickling into London, I put together and 
committed to the wires the most satisfying news bulletin I had 
ever written: 

*‘Ernest Hemingway came out of the jungle today holding a bunch 
of bananas and a bottle of gin 
*‘My luck,” he said then, ahs surviving two-successive jungle 
crashes, ‘‘she is running very good.”’ 
But she ran out. 
« . * 

He must have loathed the long months at Mayo's. 

To a man who had seen lions on the beaches, the shellings of 
Caporetto and the bulls at Pamplona, the slow erosion at Rochester, 
Minn., was not the adversary he had trained to fight. Did he decide 
to go out and meet it instead of waiting to be overrun? With his 
usual tact of omission, he didn’t say. But the slow erosion is a test 
of valor also and men who stand fast and play it out display a grace 


under pressure. These things are not to be judged. 
What must be judged is the greatness of Hemingway, for whom 


the bells tolled not of death’s 


discouragement, but of the truth and 


beauty of life. When a commander of such power and poetry lives, he 
ennobles us all, and makes us lonely when he léaves.

There are several sound reasons for great skepticism, and there is 
no good reason at all for belief, except for the natural American 
temptation to hopefulness, to find some supposed silver lining in 
the vast and brooding cloud which hangs over all the Eurasian and 


Asian world. 
For all suggestions of any im- 


portant division between Mao 
Tse-tung, the stone-faced Red 
Chinese dictator, and Nikita 


Khrushchev of the Soviet Union 
are the most strongly doubted by 
the very people who ought to 
know best. 

These doubters include not 
only our own most realistic of- 
ficials, but also even certain dip- 
lomats from Iron Curtain coun- 
tries which are actually parts 
of the Communist apparatus. 

A sense of cynical realism pro- 
vokes laughter from these Iron 
Curtain people in their occasional 
cautious private contacts with 
American and allied correspond- 
ents here. These men say in con- 
fidence that within the Commu- 
nist world itself few adult minds 
accept for the moment any no- 
tion that Red hina and the 
Soviet Union ‘ave broken or 
could break with each other in 
any substantial way. 

They see the spreading of this 
notion in the West as only an- 
other illustration of the almost 
infinite capacity for wishful 
thinking of many on our side. It 
is rather comparable to the per- 
sistent conviction of some, in the 
face of mountainous evidence 
to the contrary, that a publicly 
committed Soviet satellite in 
Cuba is not really one~and any- 
how poses no danger to the 
United States. 


Being a rational man, if a bru- 
tally rational one, Khrushchev is, 
of course, aware that some dis- 
tant day Red China may threat- 
en the Soviet Union itself. In the 
long meantime, however, he re- 
gards the Free West as his real 
enemy. And for that enemy he 
needs the Red Chinese, if only 
for their long-demonstrated ca- 
pacity to push the button and 
make trouble for the West in 
Asia anywhere and so to divert 
some of our energies from places 
like Berlin. 


Moreover, it is a very foolish 
and mischievous thing in prin- 
ciple to peddle or swallow melo- 
dramatic tales of Soviet-Red Chi- 
nese ‘“‘divisions.’’ For these per- 
mit Khrushchev to pose as a rela- 
tive “‘moderate,’’ in comparison 
at least with Mao, and in general 
to fog up Western thinking. The 
West must not be diverted from 
the true core of world crisis— 
Berlin. 


A long time ago, a good many 
people persisted in similar tales 
about Adolf Hitler. Hitler was 
‘‘breaking’’ with Mussolini of 
Italy. . Hitler would surely 
topple from “‘internal troubles.”’ 
And so on. But Hitler didn’t 
“break” with Mussolini. Hitler 
was never overthrown by “‘in- 
ternal troubles.” Hitler never 
stopped until the Allies toppled 
him.

Building on this theme, the re- 
port reaches this conclusion as 
one of its principal and key rec- 
ommendations: 


If the nation is to achieve “‘to- 
tal fulfillment of its scientific 
potential,” then “every young 
person who shows the desire and 
the capacity to become a scien- 
tist should be insured the oppor- 
tunity to do so.” 


' But to insure adequate oppor- 
tunity for scientific education, the 
report said, “much more is need- 
ed: more teachers, more build- 
ings, more equipment and more 
supporting costs.” 


MUST BE SUPERIOR 


The report estimates, on the 
basis of the upward trend over 
the past 30 years, that the num- 
ber of scientists and engineers 
will increase from 1,400,000 in 
1960 to about 2,500,000 in 1970, and 
the number of scientists and en- 
gineers holding doctorate degrees 
will increase from 87,000 to 168,- 
000. 


The report cautions, however, 
that in view of the population 
growth in the rest of the world, 
the United States cannot hope to 
compete in “sheer number” of 
scientists and engineers. Only 
through the ‘“‘superior quality of 
our scientists and engineers,” it 
said, ‘“‘can we maintain effective 
leadership in helping other na- 
tions as well as ourselves to

search will have to rise to 85,000. 
This will require an increase in 
salaries from the present $1,145.- 
000,000 to $3,070,000,000. There will 
also have to be a doubling in the 
size of the staff assisting the pro- 
fessional teachers and re 
searchers 


2. Buildings—During the next 
10 years an investment of about 
$3,500,000,000 will be required in 
classrooms to handle the expand- 
ing enrollment. There is present- 
ly a $500,000,000 shortage in lab- 
oratory buildings for basic re- 
search in colleges and univer- 
sities. To fill this shortage and 
meet projected requirements will 
cost about $2,800,000,000 during 
the decade.

$3. Equipment—An average eXx- 
penditure of $200,000,000 a year 
will be required for the next 10 
years for teaching equipment and 
apparatus.

* Handsome Fred Lorenzen, twice USAC stock champion before 
wining the NASCAR fraternity, borrowed an engine, avoided the 
first- — traffic Jam and gunned his 1961 Ford to victory over a 
starting field of 42. 


After accepting the Governor's 
trophy, kissing Speed Queen Linda 
Vaughn and shaking hands with several 
losers. the 26-year-old Lorenzen ex- 
plained how he won it. 


‘Anyone got an aspirin?”’ he in- 
quired to a group of inquiring 
authors. ‘“‘That’s right, an aspirin. 
I've got a terrific headache and a 
crick in my neck. Couldn't see 
where I was going the last few laps. 
I had to look through the lower 
corner of my windshield.”’ 


Lorenzen, of course, was going to 
the winner’s circle at an average of 
118.098, the first non-Pontiac pilot to 
appear there at AIR in four races. 


What about the borrowed engine? 


“It's the one I borrowed Saturday 
from Bobby Jones,”’ explained Loren- 
zen. ‘“‘When the new engine came from Holman and Moody late 
Saturday they decided to put it in Johns’ car and let me keep his.”’ 


It should be noted that the new engine which Johns inherited 
finished out of the race. Johns, however, was fourth as a relief 
driver for Emanuel Zervakis.

Thaw for the murder of Stan- 
ford White—was let off in as 
shabby a miscarriage of jus- 
tice as was ever perpetrated 
by American courts. 


FIRST OF SEVEN 


As we have said, the first of 
the seven occurred in 1920. In 
that year, on the morning of 
June 11, Joseph Elwell, bridge 
player, playboy, philanderer and 
so-called ‘“‘darling of Society,”’ 
was found dead by his house- 
keeper in his New York home, 
a bullet hole between his eyes. 
No gun was found, and the 
police never even arrested a 
single suspect. 

The second unsolved murder 
occurred in 1932. In fact that 
vear 20-year-old Zachary Smith 
Reynolds, of the ill-starred to- 
bacco Family, was shot on 
the sleeping porch of ‘“Rey- 
nolda,” his North Carolina 
home. A strange, brooding, in- 
troverted youth, he had at 18 
met and married the 20-year- 
old daughter of Joseph Cannon, 
of the towel empire. 


LIBBY HOLMAN 


A year after this marriage, 
in 1930, Reynolds had met torch 
singer Libby Holman and, 
though still married to Anne 
Cannon, noneless asked her to

marry him. In 1931 Anne got ' 


a divorce in Reno and Reynoids 
did marry Miss Holman— a 
match which lasted until a 
night in July when, during a 
party, at one o'clock in the 
morning a shot rang out and 
Libby screamed, “Smith's 
killed himself!" Two other 
guests, “‘Ab’’ Walker and actress 
Blanche Yurka, were still at 
the party; the other guests were 
gone. Together with Libby, they 
drove Reynolds to the hospital, 
where four hours later he died. 
A suicide verdict was given, 
although Smith was left-handed 
and yet had obviously been shot 
through the right temple. 
THIRD MURDER 

The _ third prominent un- 
solved killing, occurring in 
1933, took the life of John R. 
Fell, a grandson of Philadel- 
phia’s Anthony Drexel. Fell had 
married when he was 19 Dor- 
othy Randolph, a lady who, on 
divorcing him, went on to mar- 
ry Ogden Mills. Fell next mar- 
ried Mildred Santrey, a Fol- 
lies girl. Divorced again, he 
met his third wife, Ohio-born 
Martha Enderton, who came to 
New York first as a chorus girl 
and later opened a dress shop. 


To celebrate his third wed- 
ding, Fell decided to take a 
trip around the world. And, 
after traversing Persia and Ip- 
dia. the Fells liked Java so 
much they decided to stay for 
a while. On February 23 they 
planned to dine in their hotel 
suite. When the meal came, 
however, Fell was — according 
to his wife, who disliked men- 
tioning his drinking — in no 
mood to eat, and his plate 
fell to the floor. When she went 
to the kitchen for a rag, she 
returned, she said, to find her 
husband on the floor, writhing 
in agony, with a carving knife 
in his chest. Almost immediate- 
ly afterward he became un- 
conscious. Mrs. Fell first pulled 
the knife out of his chest and 
then rushed out to get help. 
But while she was gone, Fell 
evidently regained conscious- 
ness, for when a badly fright- 
ened native came in, he told 
him, according to the native, 
“It’s my fault....I did it....1 
got up to get a drink... . 1 
had the knife in my hand... 
stumbled and fell on it.’’ Cer- 
tainly it was one of the most 
explicit suicide statements on 
record, but considering Fell’s 
condition, one very difficult to 
believe. And once more police 
got nowhere—not even as to 
why Fell had a carving knife 
to begin with, when there was 
no carving to be done. And

ing jacket. Seconds later, Mrs. 
Griffin testified, Baker lost con- 
trol of the jeep; it hit an enbank- 
ment, and both were thrown 
out. When Mrs. Griffin got up, 
she said, Baker lay sprawled 
on the road, moaning. Mrs. Grif- 
fin first ran to where Whiddon 
Was writing—he had stopped his 
car—and then all three returned 
to watch Baker die. Later they 
went to advise Mrs. Baker of 
the tragedy. This time, too, 
there was no real investigation, 
in deference to family wishes. 


WOODWARD DEATH 


The seventh killing was the 
shooting, in November, 1955, of 
William Woodward Jr. by his 
wife, the former Ann Eden 
Crowell. Ironically, the eve 
ning of the fatal shooting the 
Woodwards dined at the Locust 
Valley, Long Island, home of 
Mrs. George F. Baker: that 
evening she gave a party in 
honor of the Duchess of Wind- 
sor.

Economic activity in the Southeast “continued to 
improve in May,” the Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta 


said Sunday. 


Reporting on the Sixth Federal 
Reserve District area of Geor- 
gia, Florida, Alabama, the south- 
ern halves of Louisiana and Mis- 
sissippi, and the eastern two 
thirds of Tennesee, the bank’s 
July Monthly Review summari- 
ged economic developments as 
follows: 


“Output (in May) rose, and non- 
farm employment scored its best 
gain since the recovery began. 
Still, consumers remained rather 
tight-fisted, and their over-all 
spending was little changed from 
the uninspired level of recent 
months. With income and finan- 
cial prospects brightening, how- 
ever, consumers could soon begin 
to reduce their rate of saving and 
step up their cash and credit 
spending. 

JOBS INCREASE 


“Non-farm employment rose in 
May. Employment gains were re 
corded in all District states and 
eccurred in both non-manufactur- 
ing and manufacturing. Construc- 
tion employment rose slightly 
and the continued rise in con- 
struction contracts holds out hope 
of a further expansion in job op- 
portunities. In manufacturing, cot- 
ton consumption, a measure of 
activity in the cotton textile in- 
dustry, rose again. Steel mill pro- 
duction in this part of the South 
also continued to increase through 
early June. 


“The increase in employment 
in May was undoubtedly accom- 
panied by a further growth in in- 
come. Farm cash receipts, it is 
true, have recently declined some- 
what, but this drop has probably 
been more than offset by an ex- 
pansion in income in the non-farm 
area. Manufacturing payrolls, for 
example, rose sharply in May, re- 
flecting both an increase in the 
number of workers and a rise in 
the average work week. 


“In May, consumers continued 
to add to savings. . .at a greater 
rate than usual, but gave some 
sign of their willingness to again 
incur debt. Installment credit out- 
standing at commercial banks 
rose slightly for the first time in

Ward’s said compact car sales 
totaled 960,364 in the first six 
months or 35.3 per cent of all 
sales. Last year they were 817,915 
or 25.1 per cent of the total. 

General Motors accounted for 
51.3 per cent of all June sales, 
compared with 48.9 per cent in 
May, Ward’s said. Ford slipped 
from 33.2 per cent in May to 
30.3 per cent in June; Chrysler 
from 10.4 per cent to 10.1 and 
Studebaker-Packard from 1.3 per 
cent to 0.9 per cent. American 
Moters was up, from 6.2 per cent 
to 7.4 per cent. 

Most individual divisions re- 
ported increased second quarter 
sales although six months totals 
trailed 1960 as a rule.

CLEVELAND (#—An average 
increase of $4 to $5 a ton on 
selected steel products probably 
will take place around Oct. 1 if 
an expected fall pickup in busi- 
ness occurs, Steel magazine pre- 
dicted Sunday. 


The weekly journal of metal- 
working said sheets, plates and 


'structurals, which make up about 


47 per cent of mill shipments, 
are the products most likely to 
go up. Under more competitive 
pressure and less likely to rise 
are prices of reinforcing bars, 
merchant wire, stainless steel and 
some manufacturers’ wire items, 
steel said. 


Since the last base price adjust- 
ment of $4.50 a net ton in August, 
1958, the average price of finished 
steel has gone down six-tenths of 
one per cent, due mostly to re- 
cent price cuts, the magazine re- 
ported. 


Each steelworker’s hourly wages 
and fringe benefits have risen 10 
per cent since August 1958, Steel 
said, and another wage increase 
is scheduled for next Oct. 1. 


Competition from imported steel 
and from other materials such as 
nonferrous metals, plastics, glass, 
paper, wood and cement will have 
an important bearing on the steel 
industry's decision on price hikes. 
Steel said the ‘“‘prospect of a 
price increase on aluminum in the 
fourth quarter” enhanced the steel 
industry’s chance of raising prices. 


This week’s steel output will be 
close to last week’s estimated 
1.8 million tons, Steel said, and 
third quarter production should 
equal or exceed slightly the 25 
million ingot tons poured in the 
second quarter.

Dryness 
May Ease 


Pruritis 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Molner: What is 
pruritis ant? What causes it and 
what does one do to treat it?— 
Mrs. M. G. 


A good question, and one that 
has good answers, now that some 
of the prudishness of the past is 
fading from polite society. 


“Pruritis” means itching, and 
ani’’ means it is in the anal, or 
rectal, area. When a patient 
complains of rectal itching, and 
the doctor says, “pruritis ani,” 
he is, in reality, just saying the 
same thing in different words. 


This isn’t deceitful, because 
pruritis (or itching) isn’t caused 
by any one thing. It is necessary 
to find, often by trial and error, 
the cause. Then the treatment 
may be easy. In fact, the cause 
sometimes becomes apparent be- 
cause a certain remedy works. 


Principal among the varied 
causes of this frightfully preva- 
lent problem are these: 


Simple errors in hygiene: In- 
adequate cleansing; use of coarse 
toilet tissue which cah cause tiny 
scratches in sensitive skin, which 
may heal slowly — while new 
scratches appear. 


Excessive to 


perspiration. 


Chafing from tight undergar- 
ments. 


Allergies: certain foods may, 
in some cases, cause irritation. 
So occasionally, may dyes or 
fabrics in undergarments. 


Diseases, including hemor- 
rhoids, fissures, fistulas, chronic 
infection of the anal canal, can 
produce bloody or pus-laden dis- 
charge which is irritating. 

Irritation from whatever source 
causes the skin to thicken and 
excessive folds to develop which 
in turn trap moisture or irrita- 
ting material, redoubling the ir- 
ritation and itching. 

So what sort of treatment? 

Very simple measures are often 
the answer, but if fissures or in- 
fections exist, there is no point 
in expecting relief until the basic 
faults are treated and corrected. 
For simple cases of pruritis, 
creating a drier condition is more 
effective than most patients are 
willing to believe — until they 
try it. 
Too often the tendency is to 
apply salves to allay the itch. 
And all too often the salves keep 
the skin too soft and moist and 
actually delay or prevent heal- 
ing of tiny cracks in the skin. 


It is usually more effective to 
take extra care in. cleansing 
ithere’s nothing wrong with a 
cloth and soap and water and 
rinsing) then drying thoroughly, 

and placing a small pad of soft 
tissue, or even a pledget of dry 


moisture, due

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‘Mein Kampf Is 
Big Film Sleeper 
Ot This Season 


By BOB THOMAS 


STOCKHOLM (#) — The documentary film “Mein 
Kampf” had made millions all over the world. But the 


man who made it has had no returns as yet. 


Ae is Erwin Leiser, a Swed- 
ish intellectual who began two 
years ago to put together a film 
account of the rise and fall of 
Adolf Hitler. The result startled 
the movie world and has affect- 
ed social and political thinking. 


“The film has been playing in 
62 countries,”’ reported Leiser, 
who is gratified by its success. 
But his profits have been nil so 
far: 

“Under my contract, I am 
supposed to get an accounting 
of the profits every six months,” 
he said. “‘Last December there 
were none. At the end of June 
[ will get another report. If 
there are still no returns, I will 
have some interesting develop- 
ments in the courts.” 
SLEEPER 


‘“‘Mein Kampf”’’ has preved the 
sleeper of the movie season. It 
has had a fantastic success in 
Germany itself. When I was in 
Japan earlier this year, it was 
drawing large crowds. 


The film has had a strange 
history in the United States. 
Producers William Perlberg and 
George Seaton saw “Mein 
Kampf” in Copenhagen and 
praised it highly to Paramount. 
They sent a print to New York 
and proposed an English narra- 
tion by William Holden, who 
was also enthused about it. 


Paramount replied that Amer- 


icans wouldn't pay to see a re- 
counting of Nazi horrors. Co- 
lumbia snapped up the film for 
a reported $50,000. It is now ex- 
pected to gross between $2 and 
$3 million in the United States 
alone. 


The man who made “Mein 
Kampf” is a stocky, balding 38- 
year-old who became interested 
in the project as culture editor 
for a Swedish newspaper. 


“I became acquainted with 
many persons who had access 
to the immense amount of foot- 
age about the Nazis,’ Leiser 
said. He found a producer to fi- 
nance him and then began the 
great task of editing the film 
down to feature length. He 
served as director and writer. 


Why did ‘‘Mein Kampf’ prove 
so popular?

“I think it appeals greatly to 
young people,” said  Leiser. 
“They have read about these 
things in school, but they really 
can’t comprehend them until 
they see them with their own 
eyes. 

“What they see is real. These 
things cannot be faked.”

TV Critics Share 
Blame for Death 


Of ‘Live’ Dramas 


By JACK GAVER 
NEW YORK (UPI)—Some of the testimony at 
the Federal Communications Commission hearings, 
just concluded in New York, regarding the current 
state of television programming needs to be put 
into perspective, not so much in regard as to what 


was said, but as to what was not said. 


that part of the testimony of 
many important witnesses that 
managed to get into the public 
prints ‘might have gotten the 
idea that the so-called great 
early and middle years of the 
medium — 1948-56 — consisted 
almost wholly of original TV 
dramas presented live from 
New York. 


It is true that there was con- 
siderable of this. It is truer that 
adaptations of stage plays 
(many ef really noisome vin- 
tage) and novels and short stor- 


a 

AND IT is doubly true that at 
no time did drama, original, 
live, dead or whatever, domi- 
nate the TV programming of 
any given period. No one men- 
tioned this. 

Nor did anyone mention that 
this live-original-distinctive sort 
ef TV drama failed to progress 
beyond its static and sterile 
prototypes to the point where 
it was entitled to claim the con- 
tinuing attention of the viewers. 
It did, in a very short time, be- 
come just plain dull. The adap- 
tations provided a much more 
interesting variety in the long 
run. 


In fact, it seems presumptious 
of anyone connected with tele- 
vision, past or present, to give 
the “‘intellectual’’ impression 
that if live and original drama 
doesn’t dominate the program- 
ming, the country is going to 
pot. 


It is a demonstrable fact, if 
anyone cares to look up the files, 
that the TV critics, at least in 
the New York area, who are 
now going through the bieed- 
ing-heart routine about televi- 
sion programming, gave favor- 
able reviews to scarcely 25 per 
cent of the stuff that they are 


now meaning about not being on 
the air.

THEY FORCED §s standards 
even tougher than those of the 
supposedly stone-hearted Broad- 
way theater critics onto a prod- 
uct that seldom was above soap- 
opera level—however daring the 
subject matter may have been 
—in a medium that was and is, 
at best, a poor relation.to the 
motion picture screen, regard- 
less of whether the show is live 
or filmed or taped. 


For whatever low state TV 
entertainment may be in at the 
moment, the TV critics must 
share a large portion of the 
blame. They have been far 
more destructive than construc- 
tive, no matter how much 
breast-beating they may be do- 
ing today, and don’t let any of 
them try to tell you that Madi- 
son Avenue (i.e., sponsors) 
haven't paid as much attention 
to them as to the so-called 
viewer surveys. 

The trouble is that the critics 
helped kill the thing they sup- 
posedly favored se strongly; 
and you can’t ge home again. 
They applied classic standards 
to something that, at best, can 
only be mediocre.

IT WAS indeed revealing just 
recently to have the U.S. Steel 
Hour give a new production on 
CBS to an original called ‘“The 
Haven” by Tad Mosel, which 
first was done half a dozen 
years ago in the “golden era” 
of TV drama. The local critics, 
at least, had the devil’s own 
time in trying to make this one 
prove that there had been a 
golden era. Even with Shirley 
Booth, it was terrible. 

And you would be less than 
realistic if you didn’t believe 
that a similar reception would 
be given now to % per cent 
of the fraction of original TV 
dramas that did receive good 
reviews way back there in the 
enlightened 1950's.
